Communities seeking help in matters of 
law enforcement in opposing the issuing of 
licenses or of the holding of Local Option 
elections will be given practical assistance. 

Other phases of the work will be emphasiz- 
ed as time and means make such endeavors 
practical. 

To succeed we very definitely expect those 
who are conscious of their responsibilities in 
the temperance ministry to support the work in 
a reasonable manner. Your church should be 
willing to lend its influence and cooperate with 
the Temperance League. Every church that is 
concerned about the problem of drinking can 
find some way to share in this ministry.

In the Gloucester City fight, mentioned in 
our last issue, the Tavern Association was 
administered a resounding defeat by the cit- 
izens, on election day, led by the Civic Com- 
mittee for Closed Sundays. The people voted 
more than two to one against sale of alcoholic 
beverages between 3 and 12 P.M. The wets 
were defeted in every district of the city. 

Chairman of the Gloucester City Civic Com- 
mittee for Closed Sundays, Mr. Percy W. Stubbs 
had said, ‘‘A substantial ‘NO’ vote would show 
the pride you people had in ourrecent reputation 
gained by standing in back of the Rev. Bozorth, 
who was charged with contempt by a superior 
court judge because he dared to exercise the 
right of free speech.’’ 

Of this victory the Rev. Loriot D. Bozorth, 
Jr., who played the part of an able and active 
leader, has this to say: ‘‘It is my sincere con- 
viction that this is an historic moment for our 
people. They are to be congratulated for their 
wisdom, courage, and civic pride.

What is wrong with our American court 
system, that a man, adjudged innocent of a 
charge by a court of law, must incur $800.00 
costs in being cleared?

Lauded by the churches and 
defended by the Rotary Club, he has been ad- 
judged innocent by Judge Vincent Haneman. 

Rev. Bozorth’s response was to say: ‘‘My 
confidence in our representative and democratic 
system of government has been confirmed. I 
thank God for this vindication.’’ 

Since the fight in Gloucester City was of 
more than local significance and strengthens 
our cause and our courage everywhere, let’s not 
allow this man of courage to bear the rap alone.

FORWARD LOOKING INDIA 


Dr. Max W. Morgan, minister of the First 
Baptist Church, Topeka, Kansas, after a round 
the world, nine weeks’ tour of mission lands, 
reports that nowhere in the world is the liquor 
problem more acute than in America. 

He challenges America’s thinking by re- 
porting that in India: 

(1) No alcoholic drinks may be served at state 
functions; 

(2) No liquor advertisements are accepted by 
India owned newspapers; 

(3) Drinking is eliminated from motion pictures; 

(4) Serving liquor on trains is banned; 

(5) Diplomatic representatives abroad are directed 
to substitute fruit juices for cocktails at of- 
ficial functions; 

(6) U.S. Ambassador, John Sherman Cooper, is 
seeking to fulfill the objectives of this pro- 
hibition in the embassy. 

Dr. Morgan thinks ‘‘We Americans must do 
our utmost to end this whole sordid business.’’ 
Many Indian authorities testify to the general 
social, economic, and moral improvement to 
the entire nation. Many families are observed 
to be spending a much larger percentage of their 
meager income for necessary food items, since 
prohibition is in effect.

Mr. Lewis was made Philadelphia District 
Superintendent of the Pennsylvania Temperance 
League in 1947, and resigned the Hatfield 
Church. He has shared in many phases of the 
work of the Pennsylvania Temperance League. 
The Christmas Safety Committee was organized 
in 1949, and he has been its secretary each 
year up to the present. 

Since 1947, he has attended every session 
of the Pennsylvania School of Alcohol Studies 
and has participated in seminars and led dis- 
cussion groups. From 1950 to 1954, he served 
as Registrar of the National Training School, 
which operates under the sponsorship of the 
National Temperance League. 

In 1953, Mr. Lewis was ordained to the 
Christian Ministry by the East Pennsylvania 
Conference of the Evangelical Congregational 
Church.
